SURVEY CALLED 
FOR AT FULTON 
Tt HOSPITA 


Study by Construction 
Experts Required to 
See What Can Be 
Salvaged, Says 
Superintendent. | 


By ROY J. HARRIS 
A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

FULTON, Mo., March 16~—A 
survey by construction experts 
will be required to determine 
how much of the fire-ravaged 
portion of Missouri State Hos- 
pital No. 1 here can be sgal- 
vaged, if any, Dr. Adolph K. 
Baur, superintendent of the 
mental institution, said today. 

Replacement of the demol- 
ished central administration 
building definitely will- be 
necessary, Dr. Baur said. The 
roof and upper floors of the 
105-year-old four-story — struc- 
ture collapsed during the fire, 
possibly caused by defective 
wiring, which broke out near 
the roof shortly before mid- 
night Wednesday. 

The superintendent said he 
would recommend replacement 
also of patient-occupied wings 
to the north and south of the 
central building, although he 
said it was possible they could 
be rehabilitated. 

Roofs of these structures 
burned but the floors held, hav- 
ing been made fire-resistant by 
reinforced concrete construction 
about 20 years ago. Dr. Baur 
pointed out, however, that water 
damage throughout these wings 
was extensive and that repairs 
might be more costly than new 
construction. 

At Jefferson City, Gov. Phil 
M. Donnelly ordered a survey 
of the damage at Fulton and 
said he would submit a request 
for emergency funds, which 
may total about $3,000,000, to 
the Legislature at its current 
special session. 

Routine Being Restored. 

Meanwhile, hospital routine 
was being restored today after 
the confusion of early yester- 
day when about 720 patients 
were evacuated from the burn- 
ing structure and from two ad- 
joining fireproof buildings. 
There were no patient casual- 
ties : 

Other quarters had to be found 
for 250 patients who lived in 
the administration building 
wings Most of these were 
housed last night in the fire- 
proof structures 

Dr. Baur said this was ac- 
complished generally by setting 
up beds in dayrooms and other 
open space and by adding two 
beds to cubicles intended for 
four patients each 

The superintendent said he 
did not think it would be nec- 
essary to shift patients to other 
hospitals, but added it might 
prove advisable not to admit 
new patients for a time.’ 

Dr. Orr Mullinax, superin- 
tendent of the state hospital at 
St. Joseph, told members of the 
House Appropriations Commit- 
tee, which has been visiting 
state institutions, that he could 
handle the Fulton patients 

Firemen Recalled Twice. 

Firemen were recalled to the 
hospital twice last night to put 
out fires which broke out in the 
smoldering embers. These 
flames were quickly ex- 
tinguished 

Hospital employes today were 
telling the story of how an el- 
derly mental patient among the 
first to be evacuated during the 
fire, wandered off the grounds 
in the darkness and then began 
to worry about his closest 
friend, a blind patient. 

Within a few minutes he was 
back, excitedly inquiring about 
his friend. Attendants, unable 
to locate the blind man, re- 
turned to his ward and found 
him alone, near his bed, having 
been overlooked in the hasty 
removal of patients. 

State Representative Joseph 
W. Martino of St. Louis, chair- 
man of the appropriations com- 
mittee, said he thought the 
money for reconstruction at Ful- 
ton should come from general 
revenue rather than from the 
$75,000,000 bond issue. 

He said that allocation from 
the bond issue would “throw a 
monkey wrench” into the work 
of dividing the bond funds 
among various state institutions.

As it is today, a state’s entire 
electoral vote goes to the can- | 
didate gaining the most popylar 
votes in that state even iP he 
only got one moge than half the | 
total votes cast. | 

The proposed amendment, | 
which may be the next major 
item of business in the Senate, 
would give states a choice of 
two methods of splitting its 
electoral vote: 

1. It could be divided pre- 
cisely according to the popular | 
vote for the three top-running | 
nominees. If President Eisen- 
hower won 50 per cent of the 
popular vote in state “A,” his 
Democratic opponent 40 .per 
cent and a States Rights nomi- 
nee 10 per cent, the electoral 
vote, cast in the Electoral Col- 
lege, would be divided accord- 
ingly. © 

2. The electoral vote could 
be divided according to the 
popular vote in each congres- 
sional district, with two elec-| 
toral votes-at-large to the top- | 
runhing nominee. In that case, 
the state’s electoral vote would 
coincide with the pattern of 
election of the state’s congres- 
sional delegation. | 

Senate Democratic leaders | 
hope to win. adoption of some | 
kind of electoral reform amené- | 
ment by the two-thirds majority 
required for. constitutional | 
amendments.

NEW YORK, March 16— 
The State Insurance Depart- 
ment has criticized the rela- 
tions between a Mount Vernon 
insurance company and the 
Chicago. agent who writes the 
multi - million - dollar welfare 
fund policies for union team- 
sters in 4he Midwest. 

The criticisms are contained 
in a report approved last. month 
by Leffert Holz, state insurance 
superintendent. The report was 
based on a staff examination of 
the affairs of the Union Casu- 
alty and Life Insurance Co. for 
the period from Sept. 30, 1951, 
to June 30, 1954. 

The bulk of the company’s 
business conists of sickness, ac- 
cident and life insurance cover- 
ing members of the Central 
States Conference of Teamsters 
and the Michigan Conference of 
Teamsters. The _ policies for 
both funds are written by Allen 
M. Dorfman, head of the Union | 
Insurance Agency of Illinois. 

Agent is Friend of Hoffa. 

The agent is a friend. and 
business associate of Games’ IP. 
Hoffa of Detroit, vice president 
of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters and chief of 
its operations in the Midwest. 

Dorfman's license as a non- 
resident agent in New York was 
revoked by the state in October

This -warning followed a dis- 
closure that Dorfman had sought 
and obtained a guarantee from 
the company that he would con- 
tinue to receive commissions on 
the teamster accounts even if 
his agency contracts were termi- 
nated, 

Dorfman asked for the assur- 
ance of uninterrupted — fees 
shortly after he had invoked 
the Fitth Amendment in refus- 
ing to answer questions before 
a congressional committee in- 
vestigating welfare rackets in 
November 1953. His silence 
related to queries about what 
had happened to $100,000 in 
checks he. had drawn 
$1,142,000 Fees in Four Years. 
The -congressional committee 
discovered that the Dorfman 
agency had collected $1.142.- 
000 in fees on its welfare ac- 
counts in a period of less than 
four years 
The state's examination 
showed that on Dec. 7, 1953, the 
Mount Vernon company had 
sent Dorfman a letter assuring 
him that cancellation of his 
agency status would not inter- 
fere with the continued pay- 
ment of conm\imissions as long as 
the teamsters business. re- 
mained on company’s books 
Dr. Leo Perlman, executive 
vice president of the company, 
said this assurance carried out 
an oral commitment made to 
Dorfman at the time he ob- 
tained his first agency contract 
in 1950. However, the state 
examiners said they found noth- 
ing in the company’s files to 
substantiate the existence of 
such a commitment 
The report censured the com- 
pan' for failure to obtain 
“proper and adequate vouchers” 
for. $26,343 in expense allow- 
ances, /paid to the “Dorfman 
agency from 1950 to 1952. When 
the Insurance Department in- 
vestigators sought access to 
Dorfman'’s accounting records 
late in 1953, he refused to make 
hem available 

Cut in Tees Reported. 

It was this action that led to 
the revocation of his nonresi- 
dent agent's license. The com- 
pany informed the state ex- 
aminers that it had entered into 
an “oral accord and _ satisfac- 
tion” with the Dorfman agency 

The company explained that 
it had agreed to relieve the 
agency of all liability in connec- 
tion with the $26,343 in return 
for the agency's acceptance of 
reduced scale of commissions 
and service fees. Union Casualty 
estimated that it would save 
$140.692 a vear under the re- 
vised scale. Total premiums on 
the Dorfman accounts amounted 
to $6,000,000 a year, but no 
figure was given on the com- 
mission costs 

Since the period covered by 
the state report, the insurance 
company has come under new 


control Last December the 
Beneficial Standard Life Insur- 
ance Co. of Los Angeles ac- 


quired 3665 per cent of the 
common stock of Union Cas- 
ualty. The West Coast group 
put in seven new directors and 
installed one of its own vice 
presidents, Joseph Schwartz, as 
president. of the Mount Vernon 
company 

New President's Promise. 

Schwartz said yesterday that 
the company intended to com- 
ply with all the rules and regu- 
lations of the Insurance Depart- 
ment Hhe reported that the 
new management already had 
corrected many of the detailed 
faults cited in the examiners’ 
report on matters of company 
policy and practice 

Schwartz declined to com- 
ment on Dorfman’s status, pend- 
ing a final decision on the court 
appeal. He said the fees paid

JEFFERSON CITY, March) 
16—Missouri public school dis- | 
tricts which do not have a mini- | 
mum school tax of $1 are not | 
eligible for state aid in the cur- 
rent 1955-1956 school year un- 
der the new state “Foundation | 
Program,” the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s department said in an 
opinion yesterday, 

The opinion, issued to Prose- 
cuting Attorney Forrest L. Hill 
of Howard county, further held 
that any state aid paid to such 
a district for the current school 
year, prior to last Oct. 4, may | 
be deducted from the district's 
State aid apportionment for the 
next school year. 

Oct. 4 was the date of a state- 
wide referendum election in 
which voters of the state ap- 
proved the ‘Foundation Pro- 
gram” Act passed by the 1955 
Legislature, making available | 
more liberal state aid to public | 
sheool districts which complied | 
with requirements of the act 

One of these requirements | 
was that a district must levy 
a district school tax of not less 
than $1 on the $100 assessed 
valuation of property for taxa- 
tion. 

If such a levy is made, under 
the act, the district is entitled 
to a flat grant of $75 for each 
pupil in average daily attend- 
ance, the state also would sup- 
ply enough aid, supplementing 
the revenue from the $1, to pro- 


vide an “equalization fee’ of 
$110 per pupil. This fee, plus 
the flat grant, would make 


available at least $188 per pupil 
per school year.

$100 to $300 for each teacher 
with certain educational credits, 
as an incentive to employ col- 
lege-trained teachers. 

State Senator C. R. Hawkins

In mathe- 
matics, 53.3 per cent were en- 


rolled compared to 52.7 per 
cent in.1953. 
In actual numbers. science 


and mathematic enrollments 
would be greater than the per- 
centages indicate because the 
number of students involved in- 
creased from 372,366 to 388.444 

More nearly complete na- 
tional figures collected by the 
United States Office of Edtca- 
tion for the school year 1949-'50 
showed 53.8 per cent enrolled 
in science and 54.7 par cent en- 
rolled in mathematics 

If the A.A.A.S. figures reflect 
enrollments accurately, it would 
mean an increase in science en- 
rollments by nearly 5 percent- 
age points since 1949.

F messages complain about

Carmen Ba-

Wednesday night in favor of 
Johnny Saxton in Chicago. 

New York writers were 
vehement in their opinions, 
all of the same tenor—''Ba- 
silio wuz robbed.” 

On the Pacific ‘Coast, 
Archie Moore, light-heavy- 
weight champion of the world, 
said, “I thought Basilio had a 
safe edge. I can't believe it.” 

Curiously, Chicago report- 
ers agreed, generally, with 
the verdict. And so did a 
number of boxing men, man- 
agers, trainers, etc., who were 
not personally concerned with 
either fighter. 

Indignation was 
by the crowd of 12,000 at 
ringside, but more by televi- 
sion viewers, most of whom 
however, agreed that it was 
a close fight 

A breakdown of the round- 
by-round of the offi- 
cials shows that out of a total 
of 45 rounds tabbed by the 
three men, Basilio was given 
only 12 rounds, Saxton 27 
rounds with six even 

Newspapermen at ringside, 
those who thought Basilio 
had won, all figured about the 
same, either nine rounds to 
six in favor of Basilio or 8 for 
Basilio, 5 for Saxton, two 
even. 

The two judges 
referee came in for some 
harsh words. They were ac- 
cused of everything from lar- 
ceny to incompetence. Yet all 
three, the two judges, Ed 
Hintz, James McManus and 
the referee, Frank Gilmer, are 
experienced boxing officials 
and enjoy excellent . reputa- 
tions fe personal integrity 

Hintz is president of the 
Chicago Athletic Club and is 
a banker, McManus is an 
automobile dealer, Gilmer an 
attorney 

It is only fair to discount 
any thought of skulduggery 
in connection with such men 
who perform the onerous 
duties of boxing officials for 
something other than finan- 
Clal gain. 

As to their competence, 
those who thought Saxton 
won will think the three are 
fine judges of boxing. Those 
who thought Basilio won will 
think the otficias should have 
their heads examined And 
of course. the bovs who had a 
buck one way or othe 
will be loudest in their praise 
or denunciation

State Group Approves Ap- 
plication—He Will Get 
$7000 a Year. 


The retirement application of 
Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius of St. Louis was approved 


today by the state committee 
on retirement of judges and 
magistrates. 


Ordering his immediate re- 
tirement on grounds of physical 
disability, the committee di- 
rected that he be paid $7000 a 
year, half his regular compensa- 
tion, until Dec. 31, 1958, when 
his current term of office would 
expire. 

As a retired judge, Sartorius 
could seek appointment by the 
Missouri Supreme Court as a 
special commissioner. In this 
capacity he would be paid a 
third of his salary as judge, and 
would be subject to call for oc- 
casional work in conducting a 
hearing or an investigation 

The committee on retirement, 
meeting in Jefferson City, made 
a unanimous finding that Sar- 
torius ‘is unable to discharge 
the duties of his office with effi- 
ciency by reason of continued 
sickness and physical infirmity, 
and that such disability is per- 
manent. 

In applying for retirement 
after 21 years on the bench, 
Sartorius submitted a statement 
from his physician certifying 
that a circulatory failure had 
left the judge partly blind 

A lawyer for 42 of his 72 
years, Sartorius was serving his 
fourth consecutive term on the 
circuit,,court bench. He has 
been a controversial figure, and 
in 1943 was criticized by four 
fellow judges for granting pa- 
roles without obtaining a report 
from the parole officer, as re- 
quired by circuit court rules.

From the title one would 
naturally believe it originated 
in Scotland, but both Scotch 
and English butterscotch are 
famous as confections. The for- 
mer was made with brown 
sugar and the latter with white 
sugar, at least in our house 
where we loved to make candy. 
Both of these confections were 
made oftener than was the 
richer fudge or penuche 

A small amount of vinegar 
was added to the mixture be- 
cause this seemed to be an in- 
surance against the sugaring 
of the syrup. This was: tested 
many times in cold water un- 
til the hard-ball stage was 
reached, Then it was poured 
quickly into greased pans in 
very thin layers. Sometimes 
nuts were stirred in at the last 
moment, Of course, we could 
hardly wait until the butter- 
scotch hardened enough to be 
broken into pieces. 

For butterscotch flavoring 
today brown sugar is generally 
used. When we use white sugar 
and stir it in a frying pan over 
direct heat we call the mixture 
caramel. Sometimes. both titles 
are used in the same recipe 
This is the case with the sauce 
recipe printed today 

Nut Butterscotch. 

One cup sugar, one cup mo- 
lasses, one tablespoon vinegar, 
three tablespoons butter, one 
cup chopped nuts. 

Combine sugar, molasses, 
vinegar and butter in saucepan 
and cook over low heat, stirring 
constantly until sugar is dis- 
solved.

Fix’ It Yourself

Replacing a Pane of Window 
Glass. 
O most people, replacing a 
T broken pane of window 
glass rates as a real dull 
job. That's just about the way 
it rates with us. 

You have to start off by re- 
moving the pieces of the old 
glass and here it's best to wear 
a pair of heavy gloves to avoid 
cuts. 

Once the old glass is out of 
the way, remove the old putty 
and the glazier points. A dull 
chisel or putty knife will usually 
take care of the old putty, but 
sometimes it’s so hard that it 
must first be softened up with 
a hot soldering iron.

In war, atrocities are commit- 
ted on both sides, and I think 
it can be proved that the Mufti

I think it also can be proved 
that the lorries which took them 
out were furnished by the Brit- 
ish. It also is probable that cer- 
tain Arab sheiks remained in 
Israel, together with other 
Arabs who still live there, for 
they have eight representatives 
in the Knesset (Parliament) to-

IT IS TRUE that these Arabs, 
as a minority, are not entirely
